In the Silent Worker, Mr. Alex 
L. Pach has daring the past two 
months brought forward for consi- 
deration the old, much-discussed and 
exasperating topic, "Signs in the 
order of the English Language." 

He says it is the biggest and most 
vital question of the present time — 
or words to that effect — and that it 
is up to the National Association of 
the Deaf to tackle the topic and start 
a boom that will make tbe correct 
use of the sign language and the 
correct use of the English Language 
synonymous. 

Mr. Pach evidently does not .know 
that his suggestion has been thresh- 
ed out by eminent educators, at 
varying periods during nearly one 
hundred years, and nothing approxi- 
mating an accepted decision has 
ever been reached. Some claim 
that the faulty English of the deaf 
is due to the use of signs ; but the 
preponderance of opinion is just the 
contrary. 

To suggest that the schools teach 
signs in the order of English, in this 
day of oralists and oralism, would 
cause almost all the Principals of the 
several State schools to raise their 
hands and voices in indignant pro- 
test. They would shout as in one 
voice : " We do not teach signs ; the 
children pick them up or make 
them naturally." 

And to expect the National As- 
sociation to butt in, would be ridi- 
culous ; for the reason that, by 
formal resolution, it has committed 



However, Mr. Pach has tossed off 
a few sentences on signs that read 
well and seem plausible. He seri- 
ously and earnestly desires the deaf 
to obtain a good command of lan- 
guage, but he errs in blaming signs 
for the lack of it. If he would look 
over his list of pure-oral products, he 
would find plenty to criticize in the 
language they use. And pure-oral 
teaching follows the "order of 
English." 

Let him also take up Dr. Smith's 
book on " Phrases and Idioms," and 
translate them into signs "in the 
order of English." 

The educators of the deaf are up 
against some mighty tough pro- 
blems. Not all of the pupils are 
made of the same quality of clay, 
and the differences in their early 
environment and home advantages, 
naturally tend to hinder or help 
them in the toilsome climb on the 
educational ladder. The parents of 
all these children want them to speak 
and read the lips. Helen Keller, 
who is both blind and deaf, has 
learned to speak and read the lips 
by the touch of her finger tips — so 
say the newspapers. Therefore, 
why shouldn't deaf children, whose 
eyesight is unimpaired, do equally 
as well i 

Why shouldn't all the deaf be- 
come "crack" scholars, prodigies 
in vocal speech and in reading 
speech on the lips, and in addition, 
"make signs in the order of the 
English language?"

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It was our sad duty to chronicle 
the death, on May 1st, of Mr. Moses 
Heyman. 

To-day, with feelings of sorrow, 
we record the death of Mrs. Heyman, 
his loving and faithful and devoted 
wife over a period of more than 
thirty years. Her death occurred on 
Monday, May 29th. 

No one who looked upon her sad 
and solemn face, on the day Mr. 
Heyman was laid away in the ceme- 
tery, had the slightest inkling of the 
fact that she was stricken with the 
same fatal malady that stole from 
her home her beloved husband. She, 
too, died of cancer. 

For nine long months she had 
scarcely left her home, but night 
and day was in solicitous attendance 
upon Mr. Heyman. No one of 
the many who visited him had any 
suspicion that she was suffering from 
a physical as well as mental strain, 
for she was cheerful and uncom- 
plaining. But from the very mo- 
ment she reached her home from the 
funeral, she retired to her room, 
was put into her bed, and never 
rose again. For three weeks she 
lay in a half-comatose state. She 
was taken to the German Hospital 
for a surgical operation. Her 
strength had been sapped by her 
long months of watching and help- 
ing her sick husband, so that the 
physicians decided it would be fatal 
to perform an operation, which, un- 
der more favorable conditions, would 
probably have saved her life. 

The funeral service was held at 
her late home, 424 Central Park 
West, Rabbi Wise officiating and 
Rev. Dr. John Chamberlain inter- 
preting. 

The casket was covered with black 
broadcloth, lined with white satin, 
with silver name plate and trimm- 
ings. Many beautiful floral offerings 
surrounded it, one immense wreath 
of rosebuds being placed upon it. 

The attendance of the deaf was 
small, as very few of Mrs Heyman's 
friends knew of her death, and the 
hour of the funeral services was not 
announced. There were Rev. John 
H. Keiser, Miss Sarah C. Howard, 
Mrs. Charles Bryan, Mrs. Peter 
Mitchell, Miss Augusta Berley, Mrs. 
Culmer Barnes, Dr. Thomas F. Fox, 
and Mr. Edwin A. Hodgson. The 
latter five went to the cemetery, 
where a committal service was inter- 
preted by Rev. Dr. Chamberlain. 

The remains were placed in the 
family vault, at Salem Fields, next 
to those of her husband who pre- 
ceded her — he on the first day of 
May, she on Ihe last. 

The following eulogy was read by 
Rabbi Wise, and is fitting, faithful 
and true in every particular : — 

"Mrs. Heyman, as a girl and 
young woman, was a pupil for 
several years at the Pennsylvania 
School for the Deaf in Philadelphia. 
She graduated about the year 1880, 
with high honors. Upon coming to 
New York in 1885, the wife of Mr. 
Moses Heyman, she became pro- 
minent in all the social affairs of the 
deaf, and was especially a quiet and 
sincere worker in alleviating the 
condition of unfortunate deaf people ; 
her heart and her purse being 
always open to the calls of the needy 
without regard to class or sect. She 
was a Vice-President of]the National 
Association of the Deaf, comprising 
the leading deaf of the country, and 
at the time of her death, was the trea- 
surer of tbe Committee raising a 
fund to the memory of Mrs. Thomas 
Hopkins Galiaudet, wife of the first 
teacher of the American deaf. 

" Mrs. Heyman intellectually was 
a brilliant woman, with strong be- 
liefs and the courage of her convic-J 
lions, but above all she had a large 
warm heart, and was ever gentle and 
considerate to the unfortunate. 
As a friend she was loyal to the core, 
true-blue, honest and sincere, and 
with a nature sweet, lovable and 
winning — in almost every respect an 
intellectual, cultured, tender and 
sweet-natured gentlewoman whom 
it was an honor to know." 
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Memorial Day was really me- 
111 ruble here Tuesday afternoon,

Tacts About the Deaf. 

The subjoined paper was read for 
W. S. Root at a meeting of the Cen- 
tral Council of Social Agencies, an 
influential Seattle organization em- 
bracing over a hundred members, 
such as the University, Commercial 
Club, Federation of Women's Clubs, 
and the County Commissioners. 

Bach member organization is al- 
lowed two representatives to take 
part in its deliberation. The Puget 
Sound Association of the Deaf join- 
ed with the avowed purpose of 
" getting our say before the public." 
and this seems an auspicious start. 
The daily papers carried a review of 
Root's articles. 

"The public must know us." 
With some necessary modifications, 
this would be a good plan for the 
deaf organizations in every city. 
Trouble is ahead, time is short. 
The public must know us as we are, 
or we will be sorry when too 
late. 

BOMB PACTS RELATING TO THE DEAF 

I appreciate the opportunity to 
say a few words concerning the deaf. 
In nearly every community there 
are a number of deaf-mutes, yet the 
average hearing person, unless 
brought in direct contact with them, 
knows little about the deaf, and 
often holds mistaken ideas regard 
ing them. 

I have decided to make this article 
a series of don'ts, hoping thereby to 
remove some erroneous impressions 
concerning us — the deaf. 

Don't speak of the deaf and dumb. 
There are few deaf who cannot speak 
a few words a least. In most cases 
the vocal organs are all right, but in 
some instances they do not speak 
much, for the reason that they lost 
their hearing before learning to talk. 
Really dumb persons are few. To 
speak of the deaf, or deaf-mutes, is 
more correct. 

Do not give money to a beggar, 
who says he is a deaf-mute. The 
chances are that the beggar is an 
impostor, using this means to de- 
fraud the public. Grave injustice 
is being done to the deaf by the 
impostors, inasmuch as the public 
gets an idea that the deaf are a class 
of beggars. To this end I will rebate 
an incident concerning myself. 
When I first came to Seattle, I lived 
in the suburbs, and had occasion to 
make a business call at the home of 
a family on a neighboring street. 
It happened that the lady at home 
. was a foreigner, who could not read 
English, and only shook her head. 
After trying vainly to make her 
understand, I went home. A few 
days afterward I learned that she 
took me for a beggar. The Presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
of the Deaf, himself a wealthy 
banker, was once offered a quarter 
by a sympathetic individual, who 
thought that he also was one of 
those deaf beggars. Just what be 
said in reply would not look well 
here. 

You will very seldom find a beggar 
who is really deaf. The deaf are 
making war on these so-called 
' ' deaf beggars, ' ' and have secured 
legislation in seven States specially 
dealing with these fakirs, — among 
those our own State. If one of these 
deaf beggars calls on you with a 
story of having just gotten out of a 
hospital or wanting money to attend 
school, just go to the telephone, and 
in a voice loud enough for the fakir 
to hear, call the police. You will 
be surprised how quickly both the 
beggar and his deafness will disap- 
pear. Our State as well as others 
has a school, where the deaf are 
taught self-supporting trades. Do 
not be taken in by deaf beggars. 
They are often not only frauds, but 
criminals who use this method to 
see the insides of houses by day, 
only to come back at night and rob 
the place. 

Don't imagine you will spend too 
much time in writing if you hire a 
deaf person. The deaf as a rule are 
quick to catch on and see what is 
wanted. They want honest work. 
M them a chance if you have the 
work. A deaf man superintended 
the construction of one of Seattle's 
finest churches. A prominent 
Seattle attorney once said of a deaf 
employing printer in this city, that 
he could do more business with him 
with leas talk than with any other 
man in town. 

Don't imagine that the children of 
deaf parents are also deaf. Of some 
fifty children of deaf parents in 
Seattle, I only know of one that is 
deaf. The children of the deaf are 
usually healthy and above the 
average in intelligence. 

Don't imagine that a child born 
deaf can be taught to speak fluently. 
There are few if any such, although 
a deaf child can be taught to speak 
so that those accustomed to its 
voice can understand. I said before, 
the vocal organs are all right, but 
the inability to bear is a very great 
drawback in training the voice. 
Practically all of the deaf who speak 
well, learned to talk before they 
their hearing. 

Some time in the future, I sbo 
be glad to furnish an article on the 
education and other matters pertain- 
ing to the deaf.
